my birth; however, it happened 
in the backwoods of Oswego 
county, N. Y. (where anything 
scarcely ever happened, but it 
did then), less than 100 years 
after the Revolutionary War;

to” attitude toward life. 

Another task of the church is the 
conservation of the home. Mr. Ste- 
vens gave a touching and eloquent 
picture of the old-fashioned, God- 
fearing ‘home. Such homes he said 
are not so numerous as they were. 
Other institutions are for the tear- 
ing apart of the home, while the 
Church is for saving it. An attor- 
ney in another state who by its 
law represents the state at divorce 
trials stated in his official report 
that in no one of the 212 divorce 
cases which he had investigated did 
both parties come from a Christian 
home. For its conservation of the 
home the church is worth to the 
community every cent of its cost. 

Today we have many appeals for 
philanthropy. Of all philanthropic 
agencies the church is the greatest. 
Its work, however, is not so much 
caring for the “down and out” folks 
as to prevent folks trom _ getting 
“down and out.” Money for the 
church is the best possible invest- 
nfent in philanthropy. 

As a reforming agency the church 
takes front rank. For every. great 
moral reform movement from the 
Membership of the church come 
nearly all the leaders and practically 
all the money, while its teachings 
furnishes the inspiration for such 
reform. In the present crisis the 
churches have been asked to sup- 
ply that which in addition to mere 
material equipment is needed for 
success, and this day the churches 
of America are praying for the suc- 
cess of our arms. Only the cleanest 
and the best of our young men are 
taken into the army. The fellow 
}who “loafs in front of the pool room 
| with a cigarette hanging from the 
| gee side of his mouth cannot get in- 
to the army; he cannot pass the 
physical examination.” The thing 
that will keep the boys of our army 
straight and clean is ‘the righteous- 
ness of Jesus Christ in the heart 
and the church is the agency for get- 
ting it there.

| After a vocal solo. by Irma Ja- 
cobs, J. J. Atwood, president of the 
board of trustees, stated that cash 
payments and subscriptions consid- 
ered collectible amounted to $9500, 
while the total cost of building with- 
out fixtures totaled $9082.

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PRODUCTION OF LIMA BEANS 

From reports of voluntary re- 
porters and special inquiries con- 
cerning the bean crop, the bureau

Figured by counties, Los Angeles 
county is given credit for 198,000 
| sacks, Orange county 270,000 sacks, 
;San Diego county 72,000 sacks, and 
Ventura county 952,000 sacks. These 
figures indicate a decrease in the 
production of limas compared to 
last year, though a slightly larger 
acreage was planted in 1917. The 
decrease in average yield of limas 
is generally attributed to the late 
cool spring, which prevented the 
crop being planted under the best 
Possible condition, thus causing a 
|poor root development early in the 
| season, although the extremely high 
;temperatures prevailing in the lima 
bean growing sections about the mid- 
idle of June probably affected the 
crop to some extent.—E, E. Kauf- 
man, bureau of crop estimates, Calli- 
fornia field agent for beans, fruits 
jand nuts.
